Our winners in 
fut-swine shows have been selected 
on the basis of lac* of wastage in 
the carcass so far as outside a p p e a r­ 
ance:: go. 
A big head, long legs, 
coarse open shoulders, wrinkles and 
general ungainliness, have been un­ 
desirable features of the show hog. 
Ho in the sire and the dam we have 
been advised to get as near the ideal 
in body form as possible. 
This teaching has not always been 
right, as all producers 
of m a rk e t 
begs know. 
The tidy sow has not, 
as a rule, been the dam of so large 
litters of fast-growing pigs as her 
rather coarse sister, 
in fact, some 
of the most profitable producers of 
market pigs fall far short of the

type.
